Drs. Chilton, Gray and Clemons Speak— Ors. Thomas 
and Ory Were Called Away and Could Not

A large crowd greeted the men* 
ingitis meeting at the Highschool 
last Friday night,and the insttiuc- 
tions received from the physicians 
of the city, not only rn meningi* 
tis, but other diseases *nd 
neces*

He stated that

out in Comanche, that 
he

immediately have it published 
to 
the world. 
He stated that

alarmed at the present 
time, and 
that so far the disease has beeri a 
blessing, stating that the town of 
Comanche has received a cleaning 
unlike any it has ever experienced 
heretofore, and that that feature 
alone will do more toward the

of tne community than 
anything that has happened to 
us 
in ages.

meningitis is not 
a disease that 
everybody 
takes, 
although 
also 
saving that it is not a 
disease 
that works among the poor, but is 
more apt 
to he taken by those 
who do not take care of them­ 
selves.

some of our little children before

Our drinking water is one of the 
greatest sources of infection that 
we have. 
The majority of our 
diseases are traceable 
to water 
and milk supply. 
We 
had in 
1885 what is known as Herndon 
outbreak of scarlet fever which 
was traceable to a 
dairy, 
We 
had also last year in Chicago ov­ 
er 300 cases of fever that 
were 
traced to one dairy in which one 
woman was employed 
who had 
had typhoid fever. 
She was re­ 
moved from the dairy and no oth­ 
er cases were traced to that dairy. 
We also have a record of a lady 
in New York where there was a 
lady that cooked and every fam­ 
ily that she served had the out­ 
break of the fever. 
Another thing that should in­ 
terest us in in raising our child­ 
ren is the food, its preparation, 
when to give it and how to give 
it. 
I t is a known 
fact that all 
mothers are anxious to feed their 
babies. 
A great majority are too 
anxious and feed them too early. 
They feed them at a time before 
the Almighty had prepared them 
to masticate their food. 
This is 
one of the most serious proposi­ 
tions that the physicians have to 
meet.

Clark, of the school board, stat­ 
ed that the school buildings had 
all been thoroughly disinfected, 
and asked Dr. Chilton, the city 
health officer, if it was not his 
opinion that the children would 
be in less danger attending school 
regularly 
and staying off the 
streets, when Dr. Chilton stated 
that there is a great deal 
less 
danger in the school room than 
on The streets.

son, he stated that the doctors 
had prepared a prescription and 
left at all the drug stores in Co­

Hue low’s

vious truth. 
Italy gave the world the 
first operas, oratorios, cantatas, over­ 
tures, sonatas and most of the ecclesi­ 
astical forms, and in course of time It 
furnished m aster works in all these 
styles of musical architecture; yet It 
remained for the composers of Ger­ 
many to wTite the most elaborate and 
fully developed specimens in each case. 
Italy can show no choral works equal 
to Bach’s "St. Matthew Passion” or 
flanders “Messiah;” no overture equal 
to those of half a dozen German mas­ 
ters; no songs equal to those of Schu­ 
bert, Schumann or Franz; no operas 
Uke Wagner’s; no symphonies like 
Beethoven’s; no pianoforte pieces like 
Schubert’s. Beethoven’s or Schumann’s. 
On these points there can be no dis­ 
pute whetever, and th at is why G er­ 
many is now* universally conceded to 
be the chief musical nation, even by 
those whose 
personal 
taste impels 
them to favor particular examples of 
Italian, 
French or 
Russian 
music 
The greatest masters of Italy, France 
and Russia have been unanimous in 
looking up to the German masters as 
their masters—as the men to whose In­ 
fluence they largely owed their own 
education and development. — From 
Etude.

A frica’s Nam*. 
The name Africa was given by the 
Roman conquerors after the 
third 
I*uolc war, II. C. 146. to the province 
which they formed to cover the terri 
tory of Carthage.

gah," the Carthaginian term for a col­ 
ony. This original Africa was limited 
in extent. 
Its borders reached, ac­ 
cording to Pliny, from the river Tus< a 
on the west, which divided It from 
Numidia, to the bottom of the Syrtis 
Minor on the southeast, though Ptol 
omy carries It as far e^st as the bot 
tom of the Great Syrtis, making It 
include Numidia and TripoMtanla. 
In 
later days the whole African coml 
lieut took its name from this part, 
which in its narrower limits corr* 
sponded with the modern reg en cy of 
Tunis nnd was called by the Greeks 
Lybla. Africus, the stormy southwest 
wind, was so called in Italy because 
it blew from Africa.

The total figures < 
western mineral production as com 
piled by the survey are $313,944,881. 
This is about one-fourth the total 
agricultural production of the same 
area, the proportion between min­ 
eral and agricultural production be­ 
ing about the same as for the entire 
United States. 
The agricultural 
production of the western states, de­ 
rived from figures of the department 
of agriculture, was approximately 
$1,394,791,000. 
The area consid­ 
ered includes the belt from thevDa- 
kotas south to Texas and the terri­ 
tory westward.
